‘Tipperary. 


[Prom the Cork Examiner, Angus 15.) 
Yesterday evening wo received the startling 


‘of bailiffs aod policemen had been fired om 
while proceeding to execute aa eviction upon 
Mr. Scully's propetty at Bullycooney, in *he 
eighborbood of tho Limerick Junction, and 
that two of the party were killed aud Mr.

the adjoining rural districts. ‘The country 
parts ought, tndoubtediy, to Lave & legitimate 
influence ia every well-balanced electoral 
aystem ; so it is in England, where the coun 
ties make a counterpoise to the borouzhe, and 
this is right. But a wide difference exists be- 
tween this wise equilibrium and a system 
which almost every where annubilates th 
and opinions of the towns by a premeditated 
infution of the more pumerous rural suffrages. 
Can any ons maintain that the opinion of 
France is really represented in the Chamter, 
when that of the towns is not? And, as wi 
said formerly, that Greece went balting when 
[Athens and Lacedemonia lost too much oftheir 
influence, may we not affirm that France aixo 
goes lamo when we find the influence of the 
rural population almost solely represented in 
the popular Acsembly ? But -ve do not insist ; 
‘we sball have too many opportunities of re- 
tuning to this poiat, We shall simply 
observe that the government would worthily 
recngnize of its own accord the flagrant irre~ 
gularity of such astate of things, and apply 
spontaneously « proper remedy, instoad of 
‘Sppearing disposed to maintain and exaggerate 
to defective & system of national representa- 
ion,

The Feigle 
mine leat a stand for the prosent, awalting the 
pire to the Caldwell ‘mill, which 
{s likely to besoon in running order, aud then 
we may expect to hear of results of ‘the most 
satisfactory kind.— Belleville Intelligencer, 28th.
